Id jresierday'a debtte on Ihe deapatoh from 
tha Colonial Office, the Union qneation again 
eame up. Dr. Hclmckcn slioweU a dexire lui 
nnloa, but wi^jhuJ to know how it could bu 
cooaQDiiuated wiin certain free port provisos, 
and Mr. DeCosmosnssetteil that every pcteoii 
in the colony nas in fdvor uf ibis coar.eoiion 
vllh Biitiab Oulamblm. Whatever action in 
to be taken on this inipottant question, now 
ia deoidejiy the raoji opponune period. A'- 
thuugh both Govorncra are left entirely Itee 
in (beir deuitioo, still ihcy will naturally t^c - 
.ainURluah inforniiitiini on the q'lcstion ai) 
ean be elicited by public dincussioo. 

Uad aoiuo b«ea cooaummated during the 
regime of Unvernor Douglaa, there rouUI 
hare been pcrsUtent efl irtd made by the in- 
habilanta nl the tieiybborins colony to brciiU 
up an arrangement to which they were de- 
lermiuedly oppoaed, but which ibey were 
totally povirerlen to prevent, h was in tlii< 
light, no doubt, the Duke. o( Xewoaatle 
Tieired the question when he decided on the 
aeparation of Ihe colonies. Witb a wiser and 
more expansive view than ibat held by tno.-i 
of our public men, he saw that an arrangi* 
ment to be permanent inuit be a mutual one, 
and that Ihe very fact of forcing British Oolun 
bia against her will into on ullianco which the 
people at the timo viewed witb dread, was 
the most elR'ctiial means to destroy that har- 
mony which ii usjemial to the well-being ol 
COUDlliea as well as indivi.luaU. ■.vhen lliey 
•nter into pariiierahip. Now. boirever, oir- 
eninatancca are diflereot; iba neighboring 
colonjr has a voice aa well as onraelvea. 
Governor Seymour baa an equal power in the 
matter to that i:f Governor Kennedy, and the 
inteiests of both colonies will, therefore, bo con 
lalted, instead of one, as hcretoloro. Through 
the British Columbian Council, a resolntiun 
has been passed denouncing union; and a 
description of inimical legislation to the io' 
tereaia uf ibis colony baa been carried out, 
that would denote anything but n disposition 
loco-opetato with the people of Vancouver 
Island. We could not, bowerur, in the ordi 
nary course ol nature expret oiberWiae. It 
ii the old atory of the slave nsio^ tbe first 
exercise uf his freedom to punish his late 
ouster. It matters little whethe' the people, 
M at least the Government of Vancouver 
Island bad really ill-iiseJ the Bubordijml 
colony; wrongs ore easily conjured tp when 
we are ander doininaiion; and it waa merely 
tbe quid pro quo ibat British Oolumbhi fan- 
cied abe was dealing out to us in her recent 
antagoDistio policy. The first gust of passion 
ia,4iowever, over; and alter the pleasing con- 
Bcionsoess of the power to injure has been 
sofBciently indulged in, it is to be pre- 
sumed, a more calm, and let ui say rational, 
feeling nill be evinced. The time has arrived 
when the people of both colonies should 
abandon their childish jealoosieB. It is time 
that an injury to one colony should be 
looked upon as on injury to both. There 
it no more reason lor throwing up our bats st 
tbe mislortnna of the Tribune on the Fraacr 
Sand Heads than for the inhabitants of Net? 
Wastmioster to rejoice over tbe bloody and 
lammary cessation ol tbe work on tbe Bute 
route. If the people of Vuocouver Island 
are so anxious lor union with ihc neighboring 
colony as Mr. DeCoamos mentioned yesterday, 
they must sec that it is only by the expresaion 
of good feeling that such a scheme could ever 
ba broogbt about. We are tbe petitioners in 
this mutter, nnd it ill-becomes ui>, in one and 
tbe same breath, to decry while ws wish to 
partake. 

Wo are glad, as we have already said, that 
thia question has been lift to the calm 
eunsideratiun of the respective Governnrii 
Bat it is desirable at ihe aame time, that step^i 
should be taken to have popular prejudicat 
removed, anl the subject placed before the 
people of both calonici in a lair and impartial 
manner. It is jmt pjsiible that, a* Dr. 
Ilelinulcen yesterday observed, the matter 
may be ultlmilely lelt to the respective 
legislatures; whether this will be so or not. 
however, no time should be lost io having the 
matter fairly discussed by a convention ol 
the people of Vancouver liland ani LJrili<h 
Columbia. The inliabilnnis of Ihij colony 
appoor to wish for union — a nutnber 
of the inhabitants of the neir;hboring 
colony seem against it. It tfaeiefure res 
witb our politicians or public man to take tlie 
initiative nnd meet the people of British Co- 
lumbiii. If there is a possibility of union 
Ibis is the most rational way to brin<; it 8uc- 
cassfully about. It' lhi3[(.> ara insupembU' 
obstacles to the sebcine, then the booiilt \hn\ 
K» known and admitted the better. Wo are 
confident, however, that the int>illi;;cnce ol 
both countries wou'd diaocver means to re- 
move existing diliicultieK, which we believe 
will ba found to be more prejudices or undue 
predilections th.in any want ol nssiinilatioii 
which nature has thrown in the way. Lcl ihosr 
tberafure, who take a prominent interest 
in tbe matter endeavor to call a convention 
of the inhabiianis of Imth colonies — let Ihcm 
prove to the people of Biilish Columbia that 
union docs not mean nn avaricious ^ra-ip at a 
richer treasury, but a .strenijtheniiig eletiiern 
to both colonic*, naiioiia ly na well us politi- 
cally —and the surest basis of ultimute pros, 
parity.

EniToii limrtsH Colonist, — Sin: — Your 
lata iirlicles on lha abiva named Mihjeol 
i.how that you are not di.sposcd to allow every 
liille wliiilwind of e.vcitoiiieiil lo carry away 
your euinnion sensa. flia recomnierulaliin 
thai llia Indian tnoes ba broii;;ht to leal .1 
closer relationship lo tha uoveitinieni, iiml 
that while Ihey ara proinplly puiiLslied li)r 
wionc. doing, their rights should be Inirly iic- 
knowleilL'ed and conceded, m jint to the point. 

Ai.ylliiiitf aiiproachiiig a war ol races, or a ■ 
general contest between tho whites ami the ; 
tialires, has not yet oeeurrud, and it is to be , 
eariieslly hoped never will. 

Those svlio try to sjiread the rash report 
that tha liuto liilat massacre is thu coni- 
riiencement of snob a war, must huvethair 
credulity sadly imposed upon, or they are 
very reckless in what they say and wiiie. It 
is all very well for those who live in Yicinila 
and other large towns to raise military eom- 
paiiies, and bluiter about tcacbiug the " red- 
skins " subiiiisMoii with powder and ball, but 
wc must not forgot that in case of a geiieial 
ilisi nrhanee, baiwo'ii the colonisis and tha 
aborifjines, it is our Ecatterei jiionoaring 
popuUiiioii that will be the great sullerer.i. I 
know ol no couutry where it "ouhl bu more 
ilillicolt 1,1 cany on a succajsful war wiiti the 
names than 111 ibis lirilish I'acilie. If such 
a war ba once coniinoiicod, it may not eii l in 
tweniv years. 1 am aware that ilie iribesiire 
in tnaiiv insiaiices in opp.i-ilioii to each oiliar; 
but lec ihuro ba a war of r.icod, and all llio 
irraat iribai ol lha iiorlh will iiiiue aL;'iin--l , 
tha wdiila man. Hot wo have no such war, | 
nor xhail we have any il a wise and struighl- 
lorwurd pol cy is porsiiod.

Iheso troubles in Canada baa been the 
lojiitimate result of tho wise and i-qnitahlo 
niMUiier 111 whicli Ihe natives have been nni- 1 
fornjiy irented in that colony.

Tficn there should be a colonial statute to 
prevent nil private negotiations with the na> 
liven about their laud. Tha manner of de> 
coyiiig a chief away from his tribe and asso- 
ciates, and hiibing him to sig.i away land 
eic., wlicii Iho whole tribo avo inlefBsied in 
the '.riiiisa-jtii)?r^ill be a fruitful source ol 
cnmphiinf. niul mischief here, as it has been 
in other colonies. Iu Canada. I believe, tho 
law IS 80 strict on this point that if any pri- 
vate p.irly is l,miid (>iiilty of iiiakiii;: a pro- 
posilion tc Indians to buy or leasa iheir laiirl, 
he is liable to a lino ofS.'iOO. i.nd iniprison-i 
rnent. nl the discrelion of tho Court. All 
iiejjoliations with ihe natives there, about 
thoir land, must ho done directly by Iho Go- 
voriior throu(,'li the Indian agent, and vice 
iTr.«i. TlK.'~o bart;aiii9 are made and fully 
e.vplnined to all the ehieis in council, and in 
ihf presence of all the tiibe, if ihey vtish to 
I. 111. 

In ttiis way all Iho chiefs may be kopt in 
close and friaiidly iriteicoor^a with the (jov- 
eriiur, and in a very short lime tha dreaded 
and haled ubnrininus of ihe.so colonies Aoiuld 
become 'hotrusiya'd warm supporters of 
Her .Majesty's Kepresciiluliva us llioy now 
are in Cinadn. 

In a word, let us hnvo an Indian policy 
that can be understood. LsU it be founded 
in jusficB and huinnniiy. L't us show the 
Indians that we realli/ wish them well ; that 
it will be to their advantage to adopt our 
laws, language, and reli,iiun. In the past 
ihey have lor the most part aeon but n poor 
specimen of tho white man's religion and 
inanl!neS9. 

The whitoman has filled their houses with 
diseases and drunkenness; seduced and de- 
coyed away tli?ir wives and daughters, and 
ill many i-unes cheated tli"m to the utmost 
d his ability in bis dealiii;;s. 1 am quite 
awiiro that it is po; iilar, iust now nspeenilly, 
I,, cry down iln! siwasli ami giva hlrn credit 
fur nolhiiiL; thai is (.'oo.l or ovrii hiiiiiana ; 
bill .»o iiiiich the mora mine one p-lioiild say a 
wor,| 111 his tavor. I.'I there be u more sys- 
lemal'c nod i>a; nest ellorl niiule lo punish 
those bapli/.eil vill.iin-j who are engaged in 
soiling liquor to lli" Indians. Tliera ara 
ninny who make it their business toyo from 
cainp to camp wiih their iniscrablo p iison. 

Tlio degree lo whicli tb" natives are Ih ec- 
e.l, degraded and devilizud by drink is per- 
fectly appallini; lo one who really wishes 
their wellarc. There ar; few diiriculiica that 
havo yut I ccurred in this country of whirh 
liqijor has not been, diracily or indirectly, 
thu main cause. An Olii Colomit.

'Uri on the Bute Inlet Trail ia, of ooutse, freah in 
the minds cf this community, but it may not be 

generally knovrn that its icsult, besides the sad 
eatruction of human ]{f<>, involves an almost 
ruinous pccuniarj losH to Mr. Waddington, in tlio 
piltafze of his stores, .tc, as wcU as the stoppat^o 
of the work nn the trail, wliith at tho time of the 
mclanchcl; .rent had so nearly approached com- 
pletion, that but for the unlooked lor interruption 
the trail would, in all probability, by this time 
hare been opened as far as Bensliee Lake on the 
Bentinck Arm tr.iil to Alexandria, and would have 
been realizing at least a small return on th« large 
capital expended upon it. 

The fact thai tho Bute Inlet trail when opened 
would di»ert a large portion of the freight for the 
UpperCountry and mining districts of IJritish Co- 
lumbia from the Fraset Uiver route, Ins no doubt 
excited the jcalouay and iu-iivL- (ippositioii of the 
inhabitants of .New Weslniiiistrr, iinii has led to 
the rejection by llio British Columbian authoritlGs 
of Mr. AVaddinKinn's respectful, and ns he believes
